3. I am one of twelve co-authors of a journal article entitled "Antiviral effect and ex 
vivo CD4+ T cell proliferation in HIV-positive patients as a result of CD28 costimulation" by 
Bruce L. Levine, Joseph D. Mosca, James L. Riley, Richard G. Carroll, Maryanne T. Vahey, 
Linda L. Jagodzinski, Kenneth F. Wagner, Douglas L. Mayers, Donald S. Burke, Owen S. 
Weislow, Daniel St. Louis, and myself published in Science, vol. 272:1939-1942 (1996). The 
work described in the Levine et al paper cited by the Examiner against this patent application 
describes our own work. 

4. While Bruce L. Levine, Joseph D. Mosca, Maryanne T. Vahey, Linda L. 
Jagodzinski, Kenneth F. Wagner, Douglas L. Mayers, Donald S. Burke, Owen S. Weislow were 
named as co-authors for their technical assistance to the experiments described in the Levine et 
al. paper, they did not contribute to the conception of the claimed invention. For that reason, 
they are not named as a co-inventors on the patent application.
